The Bureau of Public Information completed initiation of a 
crash program aimed at calling public attention to a Civil 
Service examination for Senior Highway Negotiator (Appraiser)

On January 29th an agreement was reached with the Department 
of Civil Service that the examination would be advertised in 
that Department's February lst schedule and that the closing 
date for receipt of applications would be set at March 8th in 
order to provide an extra week for the Department to plan and 


carry out a publicity drive, 
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RIGHT-OF-WAY~--PUBLIC INFORMATION, cont'd. 
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The Department's program was carried out within the one week 
period and consisted of the following: 

Step 1 - Development of a news release that was sent out 
for Thursday, February 4th use by 361 daily 
newspapers, radio stations, weekly newspapers 
and magazines. Another 168 copies were sent for 
informational purposes to miscellaneous individuals 
and organizations interested in highway matters 
and right-of-way relocation. 

Step 2 - Development of two display advertisements for 
placement in the Trenton Times, Newark News, Bergen

Step 5 - Development of 10" x 10" folder suitable for 
direct mailing or bulletin board use. One hundred 
copies were furnished the Recruitment Section of 
our Division of Personnel and 250 copies were 
furnished to our Right of Way Division for dis- 


tribution by each of these Departmental units, 


All material was developed,published, distributed, and all 
commitments were concluded by this date. All costs were 
internal with the exception of those involved with placement 
of the classified display advertisement, Cost of these adds 
is expected to run between $25 and $50 per newspaper per in- 
sertion, dependent upon the individual rates of each of the 
newspapers involved. Total cost of this advertising will be 


the subject ofa second report aimed at evaluating the results.

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SAFETY OF MAINTENANCE AND CONSTRUCTION OPERATIONS, cont'd. 


Inspections of movable bridges is usually done on a monthly 
basis by the assigned Inspector in a given area, However, 
commencing on February 1, 1965, a complete survey of all 
movable bridges in the State will be undertaken. All of 
these bridges will be thoroughly inspected for housekeeping 
conditions of bridge houses, fire protection and general 
safety requirements by the employees. At the completion 

of this inspection a further detailed inspection of all 
industrial installations and field offices will also be 
made and at the completion, a final report will be rendered 


of all findings and recommendations on both these inspections. 


A new specification which has been tentatively approved by 
Commissioner Palmer regarding flasher lighte has recently 
been published. It is now in the offices of the Highway 
Engineer and when his final approval is made, said 
specifications will be forwarded to the pertinent 


interested parties. 


The Office of Investigation, Security and Safety now has 
in its possession a new revised Safety Manual which is 


presently being distributed throughout the Department. 
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TRAINING 


The Stenographer Refresher Course was completed, with 21 
employees. receiving certificates, Commissioner Palmer's 
Secretary, representing the Commissioner, presented completion 


certificates to the girls. 


Final arrangements were completed for the Executive 
Training Program that is to be conducted by Rutgers 
University. Over 100 top-level supervisors of the De- 


partment will participate. The course is scheduled to 


start February 23, 1965, 


Final arrangements will be completed shortly bétween the 
Commissioner's Office and the Associated Management Consultants 
of Trenton to prepare a master training program for top 


management, 


The Highway Inspector Training Course will begin on February 
1 in the Lodi area for all construction inspectors in the 
Northern Construction District. The training location for 
the Central and Southern classes, which will start on 
February 8, is the 112th Field Artillery Armory in Trenton. 
In total, nearly 200 inspectors and over 100 engineers from 
four Bureaus will participate in this program, The Asphalt 
Institute and the Portland Cement Association will also 


contribute instructors, films, and equipment. 
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TRAINING, cont'd. 


Twenty supervisory personnel from the Division of Roads, 
Division of Research and the Highway Engineer's Office 
are undergoing Management Training I, a 30-hour basic 
management course, This course meets twice weekly for 
three hours. Each three-hour meeting considers another 
aspect of management and/or supervision. This class will 
finish on February 16, 1965, The Training Section will 
immediately offer it again for participants from other

Two employees of the Division of Maintenance and Operations 
completed a short course in landscaping, held at Rutgers.

Tt was decided that the Delaware River and Bay Authority would 
construct everything on the north side of the bridge approaches 
and that the State Highway Department would construct the inter- 
changes on the south side of the bridge approaches, The Delaware 
River and Bay Authority, upon signing of an agreement to do this, 
will give the State Highway Department the sum of $680,000. 

This will be used for the construction as ee above for 

the State Highway portion and it is expected that we will get 


a maximum amount of Federal aid, 


Mr. Miller will have two agreements prepared, one covering the 
understandings as to construction and the money, the other 
covering jurisdiction and maintenance, These will be prepared 


in draft form and will be sent to this Department for approval. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT EXPENDITURES 


Recent analysis of the Highway Department's records shows that 


total expenditures have averaged $155 million a year for the 
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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT EXPENDITURES, cont'd, 


past 35 years or $13 million a month, There is a seasonal 
variation in this, from approximately $8 million a month in 
January, February and March, to a peak of $17 or $18 million 


a month in June, July and August. 
GASOLINE USAGE 


The most recent report furnished to the U. S. Bureau of 
Public Roads for calendar 1964 shows a total of 2,388,000,000 
gallons of gasoline reported as consumed for tax purposes in 
New Jersey. Of this, 217.5 million gallons were reported 


during August, the month of highest usage during the year, 
VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS 


The Department's Annual Report to the Bureau of Public Roads 
for calendar year 1964 showed almost 3 million motor vehicle 


license tags were sold or issued during the year, 


Of these, slightly more than 2% million were for passenger vehicles, 
slightly more than 300,000 were for trucks, approximately 81,000 
were for trailers, approximately 5,400 were for buses and the 
remaining for miscellaneous vehicles including motorcycles, etc. 

A total of 40,000 license plates were issued for official State, 


county and municipal vehicles, 
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DRIVER LICENSES 


Among the reports which the Highway Department is required to 
furnish to the Bureau of Public Roads annually, is one on the 


number of driver licenses issued by the State. 


The report for calendar year 1964 shows a total of 2,602,560 
licenses were issued during the year, The fees collected 


by the State as a result amounted to $10,405,254, 


Since driver licenses are issued for three-year periods as 

well as one-year periods, it is difficult to determine precisely 
the number of licenses in effect at any one time, However, since 
594,514 automobile driver licenses were issued for a three-year 
period during the year and if it is assumed that this would 
represent the normal amount, it may also be assumed that 

perhaps approximately a million licenses issued in the past 

for three-year periods were still valid during 1964 and will 

be renewed during the current and succeeding calendar years, 


INTERSTATE ROUTE 278 


Despite many statements by the Highway Department that it has 
no plans to build Interstate Route 278 west of Route 1 at the 
present time, residents of Union County municipalities continue 
to feel great apprehension regarding the location of this 


proposed link, 
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ROUTE 278, cont'd, 


The main reason for this apprehension is the fact that the 
Highway Department was requested by the U. S. Bureau of 

Public Roads to develop a tentative location for Route 278 

in order to be able to support this State's estimate of its 
share of Interstate construction funds, This "cost estimate 
line" is a matter of public record and is printed on most 
gasoline company road maps, Furthermore, various directives 
of the Bureau of Public Roads from time to time require the 
Highway Department to make traffic surveys in the Union County 
area, and each time this happens, the local residents assume 


it is for the purpose of selecting an alignment for Route 278, 


The latest such wave of apprehension resulted in a meeting in 

the Governor's Office with the Mayors of Union County municipalities 
which might be affected by the westward extension of Route 278, 

if one is ever built. As a result of this meeting, the Highway 
Department published a complete schedule for construction of 


Route 278 from Route U. S. 1 eastward to the Goethals Bridge. 


At the same time, the Mayors were assured that the Highway 
Department would investigate a wide band from Route U. S. 1 
westward to Route 78, purely for the purpose of being able to 
know which: location for a link would cause the least damage, 
One of the interesting facets of this situation is the apparent 


assumption by residents of that area that such a link will 
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ROUTE ere eCOnt. d; 


eventually be built, and it would seem this assumption must be 
based on local knowledge that such a link is needed, and the 
only problem from their point of view is how to escape the 
damage which would result fron construction, It is not 
expected that any engineering report will be available much 


before the end of the year, 
ROUTE 287 


Continuing the policy of attempting to reach agreement with 
local officials on even the more controversial route locations, 
and of providing them with all available information, a 
meeting was held with officials of the town rae eee and 
the local Board of Education to discuss the alignment of 


Interstate Route 287, 


The Highway Department had orginally proposed an interchange 
scheme designed to promote safety of children attending the 
George Washington School. On the basis of local complaints 
that this scheme was to elaborate, the Bureau of Public Roads 
Stated it would approve only the simplest possible type of 
interchange and, according, the local officials were shown a 


plan prepared on this basis. 


They indicated several undesirable elements from the standpoint 
of traffic movement and hazards, including the difficulties 
involved by utilizing Ridgedale Avenue, which forms a "T" 


intersection with Morris Avenue, as an approach to the 
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ROUTE 287, cont'd. 


the interstate highway. 


Rann ea loner Palmer indicated the Highway Department was 
Wenatel +3 eliminate this difficulty by redesigning the 
interchange in such a manner as to permit one way traffic 
only on Morris Avenue, This would provide greater safety 
through reduction of the volume of traffic passing not only 
in front of the school but also Washington's Headquarters, 
would eliminate congestion at the "T" intersection mentioned 
above, would permit residential development of a hitherto 
unused area of land within the town, and would make it much 
easier for traffic on the interstate highway to reach the 


business section, 


While the local officials agreed on the spot to the merits of 
this interchange scheme as opposed to that which the Bureau 
of Public Roads had approved, they continued their opposition 
to the presently approved alignment for the interstate route. 
It is considered probable that the local officials will press 
for modification of the interchange scheme along the lines 
which the Highway Department was willing to proceed, but only 


after all efforts to alter the alignment have failed.

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TRANSPORTATION FOR THE PLAINFIELD AREA

Mr. President, distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen: 


Among the constant headaches of the transportation business in 

a State as urban as New Jersey are the loud outcries which spring 

up every time it is proposed to put a highway through one of our 
well developed areas, and practically all of them are well developed. 
As a matter of fact, the frustration that this situation produces 

is at times so intense that some of us might prefer to go back to 
some more peaceful and remunerative occupation. Just about the 

only thing that keeps us on the job is the challenge and the not 

too frequent joy of finding a solution to the many complex problems 
of providing for the safe and convenient movement of people and of 
goods. With this background in mind, you can understand how delighted 
I am at this opportunity to come and discuss some of our plans with 
the residents and businessmen of an area who, as I understand it, 


are actively seeking better transportation facilities. 


As far as State highway travel is concerned, Plainfield lies ina 
somewhat vacant corridor bounded on either side by the major traffic 


arteries of the Turnpike, Route U. S. 1 and Route 27 on one side, 
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and existing Route 28, Route U. S. 22 and the future Interstate 
Route 78 on the other side. There is no direct connection by 
means of a State highway between these existing traffic corridors which 
serves the Plainfield area at present. Route 287, moving up from Route 


1, comes just part of the way and then curves off to the west. This 


particular situation has created a great deal of interest in Plainfield 


in recent months and there have been overtures in favor of a more 


direct connection between Plainfield, Route 287 and the New Brunswick 


area. 


That situation is something we must work out, Of more 


- immediate concern is the question of a direct connection to the 


great new east-west facility we are presently constructing to the 


north of Plainfield -- Interstate Route 78. 


With your indulgence, since the problem of the location and design 

of interchanges along Route 78 has produced some controversy, I 

will outline our present plans for the connections to be made within 
a reasonable distance of this area. Starting at the east in Berkeley 
Heights, we will have what you might term a "split interchange". 
Southbound traffic will be able to get on and off Route 78 at Glenside 


Avenue and eastbound traffic will be able to get on and off Route 


78 a short distance west at McMane Avenue. Between these two connections 


the Bell Laboratories have an installation just to the north of Route 
78, which we expect to generate a fair amount of traffic in that area, 
The installation is served by a local road which connects with these 


interchanges on Route 78 for traffic in both directions. 
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Going farther west, we will also have a partial interchange at 
Diamond Hill Road. Traffic from the east on Route 78 will be 

able to get off and go south on Diamond Hill Road. In the same way, 
northbound traffic on Diamond Hill Road will be able to turn off and 
go east on Fore 78. Northbound Diamond Hill Road traffic will also 
be able to turn off onto a local distribution road and ie a ll 


connect with Glenside Avenue and reach the Scotch Plains area, 


Farther west, at Plainfield Avenue, we have desided that there should 
be no direct connection with the local road at all. But, just a short 
distance away, we will relocate Stoney Hill Road in such a fashion 
that Plainfield Avenue traffic can use it to go west on Route 78, and | 
. eastbound Route 78 traffic can get off on to Stoney Hill Road and 

\ 


' reach Plainfield Avenue to go in either direction. 


Now we come to the interchange location which has caused oe most 
discussion = Hillcrest pha dite A contract is now under way which will 
provide for the relocation of Hillcrest Road itself including construction 
of a bridge to carry it over Route 78. It had been planned originally 
that this contract would include a full interchange, but at the request 

of local officials, the interchange ramps were deleted. Nevertheless, 

we are purchasing the land required for an interchange. The situation 


is as follows: 


1,’ Hillcrest Road, traversing as it does the southernslopes of 
the Watchung Mountains at a grade of approximately 15%, is 


certainly not suited for high volumes of traffic. Furthermore, 
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‘even if it was improved to reduce the hazards associated with: 
down hill traffic on a steep grade, a bottleneck at the 


traffic circle in Watchung would require correction. 


2. Nevertheless, Hillcrest Road is the most direct potential 
connection between Route 78 and Plainfield. There is no 
doubt in our minds that when an interchange is located there, 


it will be used by the people of the Plainfield area. 


3. No location, even at Sterling Road, would provide a better 
connection or would avoid a higher volume of traffic going - 


through Watchung than at present. 


All of our studies, and there have been many, show that this is 
the best place for a complete interchange. We have more or 
less committed ourselves to construction of an interchange at 


Hillcrest Road which will provide for all traffic movements. 


There is apparently no problem with the traffic moving up the 
hill from the Plainfield area to Route 78. It is mainly 

the traffic which will get off of Route 78 and go down the 
hill that some feel will create a problem for Watchung. Twice 


as much of the traffic going down the hill will come from the 
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east as compared with the traffic coming from the west. And, 
most important of all, none of this traffic will evidence itself 


IN, 


until sizable segments of Route 78 are in operation. 


We presently have contracts in force providing for construction 

of the necessary structures on Route 78 all the way from Route 287 
ae Pluckemin to Plainfield Avenue, Additional contracts, including 
the construction of the Hillcrest Road interchange and carrying the 


main line farther east, will be awarded this summer, 


ewe Bhevacte will take at least two years to complete and even then 
we will not have large segments of the route in operation, As a 
matter of fact, it will not be until some time near the end of 1968, 
‘atwset four full years from now, eee Route 78 in operation 
all the way from the metropolitan area, say from the vicinity of the 
Garden State Parkway, to Route 287. And so, when we contemplate the 
future possible hazard of traffic going down the hill on Hillcrest 
Road and the need to tastoue thatlocal facility, we are thinking in 
terms of getting that particular part of our job done before 1968. 


In other words, we have two years to find a solution and two years to 


put it into effect. 


There is no doubt in the mind of any of the traffic experts in the 
Highway Department that the Plainfield area will benefit immeasurably 
from a good connection with this major east-west route. It will 


certainly provide far better transportation to the metropolitan area 
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than the existing State highways. 


Now we come to the question of a better connection to the south, to 
Route 287 and perhaps beyond there to Route 18 in the New Brunswick 


area, 


There has been talk about relocating the proposed alignment of fhe 
Route 18 freeway so that it will connect more directly with Plainfield. 
Well, the Legislation authorizing us to construct Route 18 is most 
specific. The terms of the statute require the highway to go from 

ire present terminus in New Brunswick to a connection with Route 

U. S, 22 at Green Brook, and no place else. We are authorized to 
build a spur in the vicinity of Metlars Lane to Route 287, but no 
Further. Incidentally, Piscataway Township found problems in our 
proposal for the alignment of this spur, and also Route 18, and as a 
result we Haas cen eine our design effort to that section of Route 18 
which will go from the end of the present freeway north only to Metlars 


Lane on the north side of the Raritan River. 


Now, we have this situation under examination and we certainly are 
willing to consider any logical proposals, but I must remind you that 
we Pennee do anything about the location of the main route or the 
spur without a change in the existing legislation, and the Highway 


Department does not pass legislation, 


Perhaps the most important highway transportation goal for the 


Plainfield area is presently represented by our hope some day to 
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persuade the Federal Government that Interstate Route 95 should be 
carried north on a new alignment beyond the Raritan River. You 

may recall some of the comments made by Governor Richard J. Hughes 
and myself a ponerse of years ago during the bond issue campaign 

about the Meat ear iey of taking Route 95 off the New Jersey Turnpike 
and moving it westward to an es where it would open up a new | 


traffic corridor. 


Well, we asked the Bureau of Public Roads to do this, but they went 
along with us only half way. Under the present ruling Route 95 

will cross the Delaware River northwest of Trenton at Scudder 

Falls and move northeast in a fairly straight line to a connection 
with Route 287, somewhere in the vicinity of South Bound Brook. From 
there it will travel over the existing Route 287 to a connection with 
the Panel ke near Metuchen and from there north it will be on the 


Turnpike until it approaches the George Washington Bridge. 


We have not given up, however, in our deisre to get Route 95 off the 
Turnpike and to get an entirely new highway built which will open up 
this corridor presently vacant that I mentioned earlier -- that is, a 
corridor parallel to and between the corridors now traversed by Route 


22 and Route 1. 


We have made studies to attempt to determine a desirable location and 
without’ going into detail, I will say that it is the opinion of our 
engineers Aree of the proposed alignments for Route 95, which would 
pass east of South Plainfield and fairly close to it, would prove of 


immense benefit to the entire area. This is an expensive highway we 
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are talking about, and at the present time funds for it are not 
even "in sight", but it offers the promise of such a tremendous 
improvement in the overall highway network of the State that we 


certainly intend to keep working on it. 


I might mention at this time that we are also conducting studies of a 
possible relocation of Interstate Route 278, As shown on some seythe 
maps of the proposed Interstate System, this highway would run from 
the Goethals Bridge to a connection with Route 78 at Springfield. 

We, however, have said 2 have no plans to build this highway west 
of Route U. S. 1. This is entirely correct. However, we want to 
make sure no stone is left unturned to find the proper location of 


highways to serve the growing traffic. 


A broad band will be explored on either side of the line presently 
shown on most gasoline company maps, and you may be certain that we 
will want to explore the results with your representatives at such 


time as we are in a position to make tentative determinations. 


Of course, Interstate Highways are not our only concern. We also 

have to take care of the existing land service roads, We recently 
received a request to repave the westbound lane of Route Us B. 22 

in the vicinity of North Plainfield, and you may be sure this will be 
given the most earnest consideration for some activity in the coming 
construction Beeson: In the same manner we were just able to commence 


the design of some improvements to Route 28 in the area of Cranford. 
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It is true that the greatest burden of traffic in New Jersey is 

now carried by our highways, and that our railroads have slipped 

far below the dominant position they held at the beginning of 

the century. Hewebthelede, they are adsential to our continued 
economic ar ae We have been engaged in a program specifically 
designed to preserve essential rail commuter service for the past 
few years, and now we are moving into a program designed to make it 
better through capital improvements including 36 connections, new 


cars, and similar projects. 


For those of you who may not be familiar with this activity of the 
Highway Department, let me review the progress of our railroad program. 
Incidentally, ours is the only State in the nation which has recognized 
the responsibility of its highway department for the overall movement 


of people and goods by rail as well as rubber. 


First, permit me to give you a little background on the changes that 
have taken place in the travel habits of our citizens -- which changes 
have caused, in part, the rendering of railroad passenger service so 


uneconomic, 


During the years following World War II, expansion of the highway system 
in New Jersey and the suburbanization of its residents caused a steady 
erosion of the railroad's once dominant role in carrying passengers in 
this Sirates Most crowded commuter trains remained but mid-day, later 
evening and weekend travel diminished to a trickle and the financial 
results to the railroads from providing passenger service grew steadily 


worse, Attempts by the carriers to obtain relief through higher fares 
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and reductions in service were largely unsuccessful. 


In New Jersey the problem came into sharp focus when the Transportation 
Act of 1958 became law. Under its provisions the New York Central 
applied to withdraw all passenger service on its West Shore Division 
which bak carrying about 3,000 commuters daily; the Lehigh Valley 
submitted a similar petition for its remaining trains; the Del aware, 
Lackawanna and Western posted notices of its intention to discontinue 
practically all of its suburban service; and other railroads threatened 


to take similar advantage of the new law. 


Realizing the serious effect such a mheleaars loss of rail service 

would have on the citizens and the economy of the State, the Governor 
in January 1959 asked me to take on the problem. Apparently realizing 
that if the suburban railroads did not operate, the people would have 

to be transported on the highways either in buses or in private cars 

and the Highway Department oui be the most appropriate agency to 
determine if it could accommodate the added traffic. At this time we 
expressed the philosophy that the Highway Department's responsibility 

is to provide for the movement of people and goods and not just 
vehicles, and our studies soon emphasized the importance of the suburban 
railroads for without them the master plan for highway development in 
New Jersey would have to be expanded at costs far in excess of the 

costs of continuing the rail service. We found that the travel 
corridors where we have the greatest densities me our highways also 
contain heavily patronized commuter lines that carry large volumes of 
our citizens Pom their homes to employment centers in Nenieesey cities, 


/ 


‘in Manhattan and in Philadelphia. That is why we consider the roadroad 
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system an important ally of the highway network -- rather than as a 
competitor. Altogether, about 250,000 trips per day are made on the 


facilities of the rail network. 


Therefore, a logical development in March 1959 was the creation 
within the Highway Department of a Division of Railroad Transportation 
charged with the responsibility of preparing a program which would 
maintain and improve rail passenger service, After a comprehensive 
study of New Jersey's rail transportation problems and possible 
solutions, in April 1960 the Division issued a report containing 


specific suggestions for immediate and long range action. 


To the Division the most pressing need was to keep the trains 

running and, as an admittedly "stop-gap" measure, it was recommended 

that the State compensate the railroads under contractual arrangements 
for providing at approved fare levels what the Highway Commissioner 
determined to be essential service. A formula for compensation was 
proposed based on payment of a rate per car mile to be developed by 
dividing the estimated car miles for a year into the annual appropriation 
for this purpose. The Railroad Passenger Service Act embodying 

these recommendations was eruetearative law on June 22, 1960, and the 
Firat service contracts were executed about two months later with the 


major commuter railroads. 


Since 1960 a primary function of the Division has been to administer 
this contract program, which was expanded in January 1962 to include 
ferry service, endeavoring not only to maintain but also improve 


service under its provisions. Reduced off-peak fares have been 
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inaugurated, experimental service introduced, schedules analyzed and 


improved and constant inspections made to insure satisfactory service, 


Payments to the carriers ese these contracts were at the rate of 
about $6 <perien annually until the Legislature increased our 
Retr i arion to $7.3 million for the current year. Since 1961 
all of the expenditures for the railroad contract program have 
been obtained from the proceeds of the Commuter Benefit Tax paid 


by residents of New York State working in New Jersey. 


In 1960 the Division reported that the most important long range 
railroad project was a plan featened to preserve the passenger service 
of the Central Railroad Company of New Jersey. Briefly, it called 

for the rerouting of all Jersey Central trains into the Newark station 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad. This would be accomplished by the 
construction of a connection between Jersey Central and Lehigh Valley 
tracks at the Aldene Tower of the railroad. Hence, the popular 

name given to the project -- the Aldene Plan. Trains would then 
proceed over the Lehigh Valley for a distance of about six miles to 
South Newark where a track connection exists with the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, thence to the Pennsylvania's Newark station. Under this 
plan the Jersey ererelse seashore trains would likewise terminate at 
Pennsylvania Station, Newark, by using Pennsylvania trackage from a 


point just north of Perth Amboy. 


The benefits of the Aldene Plan are evident. Passengers from the 


populous Westfield-Plainfield-Somerville corridor would have a new 
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fast direct rail service to Newark. They would also Have faster 

and more convenient service to midtown Manhattan by transfer at Newark 
to Pennsylvania trains. In addition, they would no longer be sub ject 
to the uncertainties of weather in order to reach downtown Manhattan 
since they would now transfer at Newark to the H & M. Finally, 

through the operating economies made possible by the plan, continuation 


of Jersey Central passenger service would be assured. 


There were two obstacles. First, the H & M service had to be 
rehabilitated and expanded to insure that Jersey Central passengers 
could be accommodated. Second, funds had to be obtained to make the 


“necessary physical changes. 


The first of these was removed in 1962 when the States of New Jersey 
and New York adopted legis lation under which the Port of New York 
Authority was aiehoriecd and directed to acquire and operate the 
Hudson and Manhattan. The Port Authority Trans-Hudson Corporation 
(PATH) was established and is now engaged in the work of modernizing 


this system, 


Then in December 1962 legislation was passed authorizing the use of 
State funds to accomplish the Aldene Plan, Three million dollars was 
initially made available and fers that time an additional $3.1 million 
has been authorized to complete the elimination of street crossings 

at grade in Roselle Park and Hillside, Construction began last 

summer and the basic project is expected to be completed late this 


year. 
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In the summer of 1964 the Federal Urban Mass Transportation Act 
sponsored by our own Senator Williams, was passed and an init ial 

county wide appropriation of $60,000,000 made. Under this TeeKelation 
the Federal Government will participate in one-half to toccthiras of 
the net cost of capital improvement projects on mass transportation 
systems, with a local public agency -- State, county or municipality -- 
putting up the balance. We in New Jersey knew our See acian 

needs were probably as great or greater than any other area in the 
ee and that our participation in the Federal program would 

be extremely beneficial to New Jersey. We have raised our sights toward 
the kind of rail service which the communities along this line should 
have and revised our applications to HHFA to encompass many more 
improvements in service, The result is a three-phase program which 
when completed will be the finest suburban rail transportation in the 
State, Nee it calls for station and parking area improvements at 
primary stations from Cranford westerly to Raritan and the consolidation 
of certain other stations. It is proposed that each of the improved 
stations will have platform at the same level as the car floors and 
passenger traffic flow to and from the platforms will be controlled 

so that all passengers will pass a booth where clerks will be on 

duty at all hours the station is open. The purpose of this arrangement 
is to substitute station collection of fares rather than the on-train 


collection now practiced by all suburban railroads in New Jersey. 


Initial work under Phase II of the Aldene Plan involving a study of 


all stations, the parking areas and station buildings to determine how 
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ane existing facilities could be adapted to the passenger control 
layout is now under way. This is, of course, of pereicular interest 
to Plainfield since there have been previous proposals to consolidate | 
the Plainfield and Netherwood stations at a new location, Let me 
assure you that the findings of our study will be reviewed with 
Plainfield officialdom and Abide) as well as with other conmunities, 


before any decision is. made or any action taken. 


The State has been in the railroad business for over four years now, 
the Federal Government has somewhat belatedly recognized its , 
responsibility and now feel it is time local government assumed 

its proper role. We believe this can be best expressed in the 
provision and Rarer anhace of the kind of station the community 

wants. The suburban passenger station is no longer an asset to 

the railroad but it performs a vital function to most communities. 
peveral towns have already taken the lead in improving and maintaining 
their railroad stations; we believe that more must and will follow. 

In fact, our planning contemplates that such agreements will be 


reached with communities before any State funds are spent on improving 


such stations. 


If we are successful in obtaining a Federal grant it is our intention 
to request additional State funds for matching purposes to secure a 
grant to complete the third phase. These latter improvements would 
include complete electrification of the Jersey Central, all new cars, 
possibly some new stations and richer modernization of the ticketing 


system, 
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Now the question for all of you here to be ready to answer is will 
modernization of your rail facilities cause all of you to patronize 


your CRR? 


I have Ppeut considerable time on the Aldene Plan and its effect on 
railroad service in your area but I can assure you that other critical 
tee transportation needs are not being neglected. The most 

pressing requirement on all railroads is for new cars. Ninety-nine 
per cent of the equipment now operating in New Jersey suburban service 
is fer 30 years old -- Rome 50 or more. As a first step, we have 
carnatked $2 million in our budget for the next fiscal year for use 

as matching funds to obtain a Federal grant for new cars. Negotiations 
Sretion under way under which a carrier would waive its contract 
payments in return for the State's purchase of new cars for its New 
Jersey suburban service. A similar proposal was rejected by another 
carrier which has stated its intention of seeking authorization to 
discontinue ad of that railroad's suburban passenger service. We do 
not propose to allow any rail service essential to New Jersey to be 


withdrawn and are now working on plans to avert any such crisis. 


The commuter railroad system performs a vital function in relieving 
our highway system in the peak travel periods. If these carriers were 
to cease operations -- which they could certainly do if given that 
opportunity -- the resulting overload on our roads would be chaotic. 
These conditions would be most intolerable in the urban areas where at 
today's prices the funds used. thus far to preserve rail service could 


have built only about 6 miles of modern freeway. The present network

To sum ‘up -- we are building highways as fast as funds and staff are 
available, We desperately need more personnel, engineers, right of 
way appraisers and negotiators and highway cereatia It is apparent 
that we will continue to be the focal point of political jibes from 
"experts" that could, from their present vantage point, do a much 
better job than the engineers versed in this business over a long 
period of years; It takes ace than political medicine to cure 

our transportation ills -- what we need is more men, more funds, and 
for all parties to push for a constructive program rather than 
viding to defeat by harping on what all of us are responsible for -- 
you, I, the public in general and our legislators. Let's all push

Studies Required Related to Local Transportation Planning 
James R, Schuyler 


State Highway Engineer 


While we in the State Highway Department draw pride, experience and 
knowledge from the past, we recognize we cannot rest upon past laurels, but 
must put our hard won "know how" to work to meet the challenge of future 
traffic growth. Ever since we have been in business, this has been a opal 
always just beyond reach. In many instances, projections of just a few 
years ago have been outstripped, and the prospects are for continuing gains ' 
in vehicle production, ownership and miles traveled. This means every ovat 
of government =- city, county, and state -- is presented with a challenge to 
provide the motorist with new and reconditioned highways which, above all, 
must be safe. Therefore we must continue to look ahead, consult our crystal 
balls more frequently and repeat this process rather often if we are to meet 
our responsibilities. 

Our immediate concern is completion during the next seven years of 
New Jersey's portion of the greatest roadbuilding program ever undertaken, the 
Interstate System. We are confident that this portion of the Interstate 
System will, with possibly few exceptions, fill part of the critical needs of 
our state's transportation network. 

Coupled with this system, there must be a system of freeways in the 
state which will make a tremendous and indispensable contribution to State 
travel. Such a network, when coupled with our portion of the Interstate 
System, will permit motorists to drive from city to city in our state without 


experiencing the agony and frustrations of most of today's travel in the 
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state. Such a system, as has already been proven in other parts of the 

nation, will provide a broad range of benefits. Longer trips will be possible in 
less time with less fatigue, Be. oer cost, and, above all, at far greater 
safety. In addition, this combined freeway system has and will continue to open 
areas for residential, commercial and recreational development. Unfortunately, 
lack of finances to date has maintained a situation in which the state freeway 
system in operation is very meager in proportion to need. 

The interstate and freeway system does not represent the ultinuate need 
for highway and transportation development. Obviously we face another urgent 
task and one for which there has been a fommelee concern on our part for some 
few years - the local system - both county and municipal roads. This task | 
means determining and planning for a program to meet other highway needs 
which have been growing and which will continue to exist after the planned 
Interstate-State Freeway system is completed. 

A continuing highway planning operation on the national level, as well 
“as on the local level, to evaluate all our needs is imperative. The states are 
already working with the Federal Government toward this objective, and before 
too many more months pass, a massive full scale study of highway needs will 
be undertaken. It is every bit as important to provide for the movement of 
traffic to and from Interstate and freeway routes, and within local areas, 
as it i to create gigantic, modern networks of cross-state and cross-country 
expressways. The county and mmicipal roads and streets serve just as many, 
and, in some cases more motorists, on a daily basis and will continue to do 
so. We are obligated at every level of government to provide for a safer and 


more efficient movement of traffic. 
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Planning the continuing highway program will involve the following 

studies, some with the assistance of local government : 

1. A classification of all roads and streets in the state by 
the function they perform. 

2. <A review of the standards for each functional group and the 
development of a manual which will set forth geometric and 
structural standards applicable to the classification of 
roads and streets. 

3. An engineering needs and cost study to relate capacity needs 
with physical improvements required to provide or preserve 
the capacity. 

4. A study of trend data - technical, social and economic. This 
is a mst if the recommendations growing out of the study are 
framed with an awareness of the probable direction of trans- 
portation in general and particularly highway transportation. 

5, Study of land use and its effect on highway facilities. 
Basically, how can the quality of traffic flow on the freeway 
type highway be preserved yet provide the motorist with service 
he needs. 

'6 A special study to determine needs of local highways and streets, 
both rural and urban. | 

7. A recommended Federal Program. 

8. A financial program. 

9. A study of Federal Aid Administration. 

As more emphasis is placed on the need of the local systems, both rural and 


urban, it behooves us in our state to review critically our State Aid Program 
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for road building in counties and municipalities. 

Currently these funds can be used for policing, debt service, 
maintenance, construction and reconstruction. In accordance with current 
programs it is the state's hopes to provide for a comprehensive freeway system, 
including both circumferential and radial routes spaced at proper intervals. 
The development of a major arterial street system, semi-expressway in 
character, is as equally important as the freeway plan, but because the major 
mileage is not a part of the legislated state highway system, must be under= 
taken by local jurisdiction with considerable financial support. In view of 
the fact that it is envisioned that these thoroughfares ultimately will be 
required at least one mile apart, and contain adequate signaling to allow 
for good progressive movement, provisions for left turn bays or jughandles 
by means of local streets, overpasses at congested points, turn-out bays 
for buses, no parking provisions and prohibition of cross-street traffic 
except at signalized intersections or grade separations, it stands to reason 
that such a system must be connected and coordinated from one community to 
the next. This in itself implies a broadening and refinement of the State 
Aid Highway Program. A joint effort must be undertaken to study our State 
Aid program leading to recommendations pertaining to its revision and financing 
thereof o 

A well planned transportation system combining expressways, transit, 

a comprehensive arterial system, and adequate facilities for storage of 
‘vehicles is imperative for our economic welfare. 

Only when all interests work cooperatively toward such a goal will 
the future be healthy for New Jersey. Sacrifices and changes must take place 


in order for us to better serve mankind.

Aerial photographs will be used as a double check to be sure all streets have 
been surveyed for commercial land use in Absecon, Atlantic City, Brigantine, 
portions of Egg Harbor Township, Linwood, Longport, Margate, Northfield, Pleasant- 


ville, Somers Point, Ocean City, and Ventnor. 


On the ground there are ten "listers" making visual observations of commercial 


land use. They record whether the land is vacant or what existing commercial 


buildings are used for. Included are notations such as Barber Shop, Drug Store, 
Supermarket, Hotel, hotel, xooming House, Restaurant, vacant, Dress Shop, 


Doctor's Office, Apartments, Office Building, Bank, Etc. 


A follow-up study of origin and destination trips to and from commercial 
activities will be made. Later this summer personal interviews will be con-

generated by numbers of households. 


Results of these studies will be used in determining future highway needs. 


The Atlantic City Urban Area study is one of four participated in by the State 


Highway Department.
